2.” Climatic conditions.—The rainfall during the monsoon period. was 
below the normal throughout the province, especially in Bihar, it was also 
irregularly distributed, It ceased much earlier than usual, and. during the 
winter months, except for a few oon epee there was no general or 
adequate fall. The winter rice crop suffered severely in consequence, 
oa Birihe and deatha,— ‘The a. 1907 showed fos excess of both births 
and deaths as compared with that preceding it, but during the year under 
review whilo the ratio of deaths again increased, that of births showed a 
falling off in comparison with the figures for 1907, The number of births 
registered in the Province (exclusive of Angul) was 1,823,716, or 36-09 per 
mille of population, in comparison with 1,905,425, or 3770 per millo, in the 
‘preceding year. In the opinion of the Sanitary Commissioner, the decrease 
in the number of births was due to the prevailing high prices of the principal 
food-grains, which reacted upon the vital Be of the ale The early part 
of the year under review was also unusually unhealthy. The total number 
of deaths reported was 1,948,513, or 38°56 per mille, against 1,206,102, or 37°72 
per mille of population, during 1907. The average of the preceding quin- 
quennium was 1,795,532, or 35°63 per mille. As in the previous "year, it is 
reported that, owing to the difficulty in obtaining tho culinary food-grains, 
the poorer classes had recourse to less suitable forms of food, with a consequent 
deterioration in their general standard of health, but the explanation see too 
general a character to be of material value. In comparison with other pro- 
vinces, Bengal stood below the Central Proyinces, Punjab, United Provinces, 
Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the North-West Frontier Province in the 
matter of the recorded birth-rate, while only in the United Provinces and 
Punjab was a higher death-rate returned; Within the province, the most 
unhealthy divisions during the year were those of Orissa and Chota Nagpur, 
where cholera prevailed oxtensively, The Sanitary Commissioner brings to notice 
that, while the figures for the seven years 1902—1908, excluding mortality 
from plague, show that the public health in towns has always been better than in 
areas, this difference in favour of the urban death-rate has been increasingly 
marked during the last four years, a result which is attributed to the better 
sanitary arrangements obtaining in towns. It is admitted that the progress in 
urban sanitation is slow, but it 18 claimed that it is very perceptible. Con-

In respect of the numerial accuracy of registration 
which, as usual, was checked by vaccination officers, the Lieutenant-Govertior 
regrets to observe the bad results reported from Saran, the Sonthal Parganas, 
Hazaribagh, Muzaffarpur and Purnea, and the District Officers concerned are 
requested to give the matter their particular attention. 

6. Cholera—The mortality from this disease was the highest ever 
recorded. The total number of deaths registered was 268,908, or 5°32 por 
mille in comparison with 205,702 deaths during the preceding year, which, 
in its turn, showed the highest death-rate returned since i901, The climatic 
conditions of the year affected the sufficiency of the supply of drinking water, 
and f° this fact, as also to the use of unwholesome food, the regrettable 
incidence sof the disease is attributed. Only six thanas in the whole province 
were free from the disease. It prevailed with unusual virulence. in Balasore 
and Puri, where the ratio of mortality was as high as 26-20 and 14:41 
per_ufille, respectively, and the prevalence of the disease in epidemic form 
in Orissa was characteristic of the preceding year also. Only in the district 
of Darjeeling was the rate of mortality below 1 per mille. a 

6, Small-pox and vaccination—In view of the steady increase in the 
mortality from small pox, which amounted during the year to 35,966, or 
nearly double the average of the five years 1908—19.7, yiz., 18,750, it is 
presi | to note that vaccination continued to make progress. ‘The total 
number of operations performed daring the year 1908-09 in the whole province, 
excluding the Tributary State of Pal era in the Orissa Division, was 
2,241,576, of which 04,707 were re-vaccinations, againyt 2,058,371 original 
cases and 190,081 re-vaccinations during 1907-08, The spread of vaccination 
depends, largely upon its encourgement by the local officers, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice instances of co-operation on the part of 
zamindars and panchayats, the name of Rai Mani Lall Singh Roy Bahadur of 
Chakdighi, in Burdwan, being particularly mentioned, The appointment of 
a special inspector in Orissa led to a satisfactory increase in the number of 
operations performed. A severe outbreak of small-pox occurred in Calcutta 
during the cold weather, und as a result, 82,079 persons submitted to vaccina- 
tion, as compared with 31,155 during preceding year. . 

7. In thepresent returns the total number of persons vaccinated corresponds 
with the total number of vaccinations, as all operations which were repeated 
were entered as one and the same case after their results were known. 'Lhe 
orders of the Government of India that repetitions should be shown in future as 
separate 7 Sosa! will be followed with effect from the current year. The 
Sanitary missioner points out that the result will be to increase the 
apparent sities of failures. " 

8... Plague.—It is satisfactory to noto that the mortality from plague 
was the.lowest on record since 1901. Only 15,948 persons fell ‘victims to the 
disease during the year, egainst 83,602 such deaths during 1907, More than 
two-third: = the dsaths occurred in the Patna Division, and while Calcutta 
retumed the highest rate (2°09), this is less than half that recorded in 1907. 
Thirteen distrists were free from the disease, The epidemic followed its 
course, coaching its climax in March, when more than one-third of the 
total deaths took place. Altogether 5,758 plague inoculations were performed, 
of which 3,048 wore im Caloutia and 2,200 in Bhagalpur. Thero is little 
evidence in support of the hope expressed Inst year that popular prejudice on 
the subject is westening, Tho only preventive measure reveived with any 
fayour was the ~#2uation of infected dwellings, Chemical disinfection was 
resorted 49,5! few anemaeeng only at the instance of the people themselves.

9. Fever.—The number of deaths registered under this head was 
1,184,704, as compared with 1,171,540 in the previous year, and 1,122,397, the 
average of the five years 1903--1907, the ratios being 23°44, 23°18, and 22°21 

per mille, respectively, ‘The mortality returned under the head of '‘ Fever,” - 

though doubtless due in great part to causes other than malaria, represents no 
loss than 60°80 per cent. of the total mortality in the province from all causes, 
The worst affected district was Palamau with 40°19 deaths per mille, and it is 
noticeable that in the first eight districts which returned the highest mortality 
from this cause, occur the names of Palamau, Hazaribagh, Birbhum, Gayd, the 
Sonthal Parganas and Singhbhum, none of which can be described as “water- 
logged, The Sanitary Commissioner apprehends that the deficiency in the 

rainfall necessary to scour away the accumulated surface impnrities, affected _ 
prejudically the health of these tracts, but the explanation seems at variance 
with the ordinarily accepted mosquito theory, while the unusual dryness of the 
ear is adduced in the case of the districts of Murshidabad, Nadia, Jessore and 

Paris as having contributed to an improvement in the public health. Amon, 
towns, Sahibganj in the Sonthal Parganas was the chief sufferer from fover, “A 
returned a mortality of 86°51 per mille. Anti-malarial measures were continued 
in the town of Ranaghat in Nadia, and in one ward of the North Barrackpore 
Municipality in the district of the 24-Parganas. It has been decidea to 
discontinue further operations at Ranaghat pending the preparation of a 
drainage scheme for the town. 

10, In pursuance of thepolicy of conducting systematic investigations into 
the provalence of fever, a special enquiry was made by Captain W, C. H. Foster, 
1.M.8., with the assistance of two Assistant Surgeons and six Civil Hospital 
Assistants into the circumstances of the most malarious thanas in the Purnea 
and Murshidabad districts. His report is now under the consideration of 
Government, Notwithstanding the unfavourable conditions of the year, there 
was a considerable decrease in the sale of pice-packets of quinine, which fell to 
13,807 parcels_as compared with 22,497 sold during 1907, Measures have 
recently beea taken which, it is hoped, will further extend and popularise the 
use of the drug, as the result of a reduction in its price and its issue not only in 
the form of powder, but also, and chiefly, in small tablets. 

11. Dysentery and diarrhea.—There was a noticeable increasé in the 
mortality from this cause as compared with ‘the previous year, the number of 
deaths recorded being 64,899 against 51,670 in 1907, 48,920 in 1906, and 
47,441, the average of the five youn 1903—1907. ‘The causes operative in the 
case of cholera affected the figures under these heads also. The Orissa 
Division again showed the highest mortality,and the death-rate there was near!: 
double that of 1907, viz., 6°68 per mille in compaticon with 3°75, Chota N; z

+ Sanitary improvements.—It is so far satisfactory that the total expendi.) 
ture by municipalities under the heads .¢ “Drsinsge,” “water-supply” and \. 
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“Conservancy,” which amounted to Rs.16,59,453 in 1901-02, and Rs. 17,51,202 
in 1902-03, rose to Rs. 19,37,439 in 7, and Rs. 19,48,823 in 1907-08, but 
the rato of progress achieved in comparison with what remains to be done 
is still slow, and although schemes are prepared, considerable difficulty is 
experienced in carrying them into effect, due chiefly to the want of funds. 
While the‘Lieutenant- Governor is anxious, in proportion to the means available, 
to supplement the local resources, where any w sidered sanitary project 
is beyond their power, it should be clearly understood that the major portion 
of the expenditure must be met by local effort, and if tho ordinary: sources of 
revenue are insufficient, by the raising of loans or recourse to private liberality, 
itis unfeir to the general tax-payer, and prevents the recognition of 
other claims, if, as has been proposed in some schemes, which have come before 
Government, they are financed for the greater part from) general revenues. 

15. The Sanitary Commissioner instances the cases of Howrah, the Subur- 
ban area in Calcutta and Berhampur, asillustrating tho need of efficient drainage 
concurrently with the introduction of a filtered water-supply. In the absence 
of propet drains it may not be possible to dispose of the waste water brought into 
the towns, and increased mortality from fever may result, The working of 
the various septic tanks which have now been constructed in different localities, 
particularly in the mills along the banks of the Hooghly, has received ‘special 
attention, and an inspector has recently been sppaiaied to inspect the 
installations, with particular reference to their size and construction, and the 
proper sterilisation of the effluents from them, 

16. Sanitary Board.—Sir Edward Baker regrets to notice the death, 
while on leave in England, of Mr, A. E, Silk, at.c.2,, F.R.8.1, late Sanitary 
Engineer, Bengal, in whom Government has lost a valuable officer. During 
the year the Board Prepay’ preliminary estimates for water-works in the 
Hooghly-Chinsura and Daltonganj Municipalities, and detailed estimates for 
water-works at Gaya. Six drainage schemes (for the towns of Burdwan, Khulna, 
Serampore, Arrah, Howrah and Darjeeling, respectively}, and two projects 
for the construction of water-works at Puri and Murshidabad were considered 
by the Board, Complaints have been made of delays in the consideration 
of schemes in the office of the Sanitary Engineer, as also of the unnecessarily 
voluminous details compiled in connection with them. Time and money ate 
also wasted by the preliminary preparation of Roe by local authorities 
on ill-considered lines, which have subsequently to be reconsidered. The 

jieutenant-Goyernor would be glad if the question were examined by the Board 
with Dies reference to the possibility of ensuring efficient supervision at the 
initial stages of a scheme, in order that the gecpans may be framed from the 
outset upon a satisfactory basis. Provided that the local authorities were 
willing to undertake the subsequent execution of a scheme, Government assist- 
ance might suitably be given them in ascertaining their requirements and how 
they can best be met,

VII1=Priee of food-grains—During the second fortnight of the month, the prise 
of common rice rose in nine districts: and° fell in four districts and wos stationary in the 
remainder. It varied from six seers por rupoo in Darjocling to 15 seers in Angul, Prices 
of staple food-grains were easier than in the corresponding period of last year, 

IX.~Oondition of labouring classes and agricultural populations.—The rainfall of the 
month provided work for agrioultural labourers, and the condition 0 affected tracts has 
improved. The test-works in Muzaffarpur were closed, and very few persons attended the 
works in Bhagalpur. The number of persons on famine eit in Darbhanga fell 
eonsiderably towards the end of the month, Gratuitous relief is still being given in Muzaf- 
farpur, Darbhanga, Bhagalpur and Palamau.

father and General.—The latter half of the year was marked by unusual 
Aah, at Mungpoo, which reacted badly on the old ‘plantation there, only 
1°18 inches of rain falling between the 4th October 1908 and the end of the 
fnancial-year. The total rainfall at Mungpoo was 98-23 inches spread over 
148 days, against an average rainfall of 123 inches. At Munsong the rainfall 
was 84-92 inches, agairist an average of 88 inches, and the rainfall was dis- 
tributed over 160 days, The heaviest rainfall at Mungpoo was 8:42 inches 
in one day; at Mungong 2-71 inches in one day. It will be seen that at 
Munsong the rainfall was much nearer the average than at Mungpoo, and mere 
eyenly distributed.

At Munsong 52:41 acres—about 
the usual annual amonnt of extension hitherto on that plantation—were 
planted up with selected Oinchona Ledgeriana trees. The average ennnal 
extensions for both plantations taken togother for the last eight yours is 168 
aérés, As extensions have ceased on Mungpoo Plantation, it would now-seem 
advisable to in¢rease the annual extensions on Munsong to about'100 acres. 
This would ‘still be over 50 acros ‘below the past average for both planta-

4, Salt boriding arrangement in Calcutta, em * In November 
1908 the Government of India accepted the necessity for the removal of 
the salt golas from the Kidderpore Docks and approved of the construction 
of new golas at Munshiganj on chat bed Nala. Iu March last the Collector 
of Customs reported that he had obtained the consent of the salt bonders 
to the concentration of the bonding business at Sulkea on the west side 
‘of the river; aud ou the Board’s representation to Government that con- 
centration of the bonding at Sulkea had many advantages in economy of 
initial outlay and in recurring expenditure for supervision, the Government 
of India, in their order No. 2779Exc., dated the 3rd June 1909, approved of 
the proposal to abandon the scheme to build golas at Munshiganj and, in lieu 
thoreof, sanctioned the extension of the accommodation at Sulkea. Pending 
the construction of the permanent golas, sanction has been given to the 
constru¢tion of five temporary goles at Sulkea, in order to meet the inoreasing 
demands of the trade.

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MONTHLY WEATHER AND CROP REPORT OF BENGAL FOR 
JULY 1909. 


Character of the saason.—The rainfall using the month under review was below the 
normal in all districts excepting Orissa and Darbhanga where it was in excess. 

‘The usual rainfall tablo is appended. 

Progress of agricultural operations. —Transplantation- of winter rice continued during 
the month. Bain was needed in most aisitiote of Lower Bengal and Ohota Nagpur and 
also in Purnea and the Sonthal Parganas. 

State of standing orops.—Sugarcane, jute and other autumn crops are doing well. 
The autumn crops in Bihar were greatly benefited by the break in the rains and by sunshine 
in the middle of the month. 5 

Prospects and probable outturn of harvasts,—Prospects of jute and other autumn crops 
ore fair. 

Damage to crops.—Some damage was done by insects to jute and autumn in 
Nadia and to sugarcane in Murshidabad. Floods did some injury to jute on low lands in 
‘Purnea and to autumn crops in Suahabad. 

Condition of agricultural stock,—The condition of oattle was on the whole fair, Rinder- 
oe was reported from Sambalpur and ordinary cattle-diseases from Burdwan, Bankura, 

fadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, Khulna, Patna, Gaya, Saran, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, 
Monghyr, Purnea, the Sonthal Parganas, Angul, Puri, Ranchi, Palamau and Manbhum. 

Failure of pasturage and fodder—The fodder and water supply was sufficient through- 
out the province. 

Price of food-grains.—During the second fortnight of the month the price of common 
rice rose in four and fell in fifteen districts. Prices of food-grains are easier'than in the 

‘ing period of last year. 

Condition of labouring classes and agricultural poputation.—Prospects of harvests are

‘The law was amended during the year, with the view of pre- 
venting overcrowding in lodging-houses and improving their sanitary condition. 

. 2. There was an increase both in the total number of licensed lodging- 
houses and in the number of lodgers for whom accommodation was provid: 
the figures rising from 1,746 and 66,818 to 2,492 and 107,569, respectively, as 
compared with the previous year. The increase in the district of Puri, how- 
ever, from 717 houses to 1,118, was only apparent. The usual licenses*were 
issued on the Ist April 1908 for one year; but as ‘the Lodging-house Act 
was subsequently amended, the licenses already given wore “treated as

6, No ease of plague ocourrod among the pilgrims during the year, but 
cholera was prevalent in Gaya and Puri, though in a less virulent form than 
in the previous year, the number of deaths from this causo being 36 and 102 
respectively, against 93 and 256 in 1907-08. The total mortality amongst the 
pilgrims was 404 as compared with 636 in the previous year. In Puri 
alone the total number of deaths was 372, to which cholera and dysentery 
contributed more than half. ‘The sanitary arrangements of the lodging-houses 
were reported to be satisfactory om the whole, while the water-supply was 
good and sufficient. 
7. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to, the District 
Officers and Health Officers concerned with the working of.the Act during, the 
year.

The Report on tho working of Co-operative Credit Societies in Bengal for the 
e year 1908-09. y 


* Tre report deals with the working of Co-operative Credit Societies 
for aperiod of nine months only, because in place of a year ending on the 
Sothern it has been decided to adopt the ordinary financial year ending on 
the 81st March, Throughout the year Mr. Buchan held the post of Registrar 
and Babu Jamani Mohan Mitra of Personal Assistant. The report was 
written by the former officer before his departure on leave in April last ; and 
the latter officer has prepared and reviewed the returns. . 
2. Since the passing of Act X of 1904 progress in Bengal has been alo: 
simple and uniform lines, No attempt has been made to experiment wil 
different forms of rural societies, and attention has been concentrated on the 
Raiffeisen type only, The earliest societies were disconnected units, formed 
sporadically where opportunity offered, Subsequent additions were in many 
cases due to the exertions of individual organisers of the older societies, whose. 
ey. sorved as a connecting link between them. This year a further 
step has been taken, and such groups of societies have been combined in 
Pe) ealeninintoved unions, ‘I'he policy has been followed of developing compact 
reas in each district and extending from these as centres, with the object of 
avoiding the waste of power which would follow from the dissipation of 
attention over single scattered societies, 

3. The societies in Bengal are of two types. In the first the Hiability is 
limited, and for the most part the’societies are urban ; in the second the liability 
is unlimited and thoy are raral; and it is this second class which demands the 
particular attention of the Registrar. 

4. During the past year the number of societies in the Province has risen 
from 350 to 395 or by 13 per cent. ‘I'lie membership has increased from 12,094 
to 14,640 equivalent to 21 per cent, while the capital has risen “from 
Rs. 2,25,437 to Rs. 3,65,086 or by 62 per cent. All the town societies have 
mede considerable strides during the year. There has been no large increase 

* im their number; but the co-operative spirit in them lias developed greatly. 
Confidence is now thoroughly established, and they are financed almost entire! 
by share capital and the deposits of their members It is anticipated tiat this 
form of co-operation will spread without much further assistance from the 
Registrar amongst the mercantile firins in Calcutta and the government offices 
throughout the Province. A new form of society of an interesting type has 
Ween formed under the patronage of Sir Daniel Hamilton with the object 
of reclaiming waste lands in the Sundarbans. The joint capital will be 
beet in clowring the jungle and raising embankments, and the society 

‘make advances to its members to enable them to cultivate the land and: 
to settle tenants thereon. The progress of this society will be watehed with 


interest. i 

5, The development of, co-operative credit in the mufassal has reached a 

critical stuge. ‘There are now 359 rural societies boing an inoreaso of 83 during , 

the year, and the | and liis Personal Assistant are rio longer able to do 

more than visit cach society once or perhaps twice in a year.

condition of any substantial success is the creation of some higher form of 
organization. During the year the Rogistrar has ¢' his attention to this 
problem on the lines laid down at the last Conference of Registrars, when it 
was decided to aim at federation into unions.on a joint stock basis, In such 
unions societies are to be the only shareholders, and the unions will be 
restricted to dealings with their shareholders only, ‘I'wo such unions were formed 
during the year, one at Rarali in Khulna and the othor at Khelar im Midnapore, 


ein the opinion of the Registrar the progress made so far is encouraging, and 


the experience gained tends to proye that the combination of eG into. 
unions is not only theoretically sound, but is also ee practicable in existing 
circumstances in Bongal. The Midnapore union has already become finan-. 
cially independent of the help of the Registrar, and can now secure funds 


locally without any difficulty. 


. The sources from which the working capital of the societicsis obtained 
are analysed in paragraph 8 of the review of the statistics. Only 4 per cent. 
of the capital has been advanced by Government and the Court of Wards, 
21 per cent. has been advanced by large zamindars to societies among their 
raiyats (the larger part by tho Maharaja Buhadur of Darbhanga); while 48 per 
cent. has been invested by the outside public. The amount of capital invested 
by the members and the local public is still very small, amounting to only 13 
per cent. The Registrar should do all he can to encourage members to 

it, and his opinion is approved by Government that it would be well to 

mn the basis of membersiip so as to take in some of the more well-to-do 
villagers, provided that this can be done without pressure from outside. While 
the success of a society cannot be judged entirely from the amount of money 
deposited by its members, tho fact that they haye a stuke in it greatly increases 
its stability and its attraction for local capital. ‘ 

8. The analysis of the purposes to which Joans taken from societies have 
been pened is of interest. Repayment of debts accounts for 87 por 
cent., cultivation and the purchase of cattle for 86 per cent., and marrii 
expenses for only 1°4 per cent. It would appear, therefore, that it isa sound 

miciple to leave to the discretion of the panchayat the purpose for which 
loans can be given. The important distinction is not between productive 
and unproductive expenditure, but between expenditure which is necessar, 
end that which-is not; andthe panchayat is the best judge of what is 








9. “The experiment was continued of trying to employ the large grain 
golas of the Sonthal Parganas as central agencies for village grain. societies, 
and 1 Tete to,have met with a moderate amount of success. The Regi is 
probably correct in holding that village grain banks will be successful only 
if kept on a small scale, and that as their utility is limited, they will tend as 
soon as they are successful to develope into cash societies, »

The Annual Report of the Bongal Veterinary College and of the Civil Veterinary 
Peutqui: Sands, for the id 1908-09, is 


On the Ist of April 1908 the charge of the Civil Veterinary Department 
was from that of the Bengal Veterinary College. Throughout the 
year Colonel F. Raymond, ¥,n,c.v.8., has been in charge of the College and 
the administration of tho Glanders and Farcy Act in Caleutta and the .. 
suburbs, while Mr. D. Quinlan, 1.¢.v.p,, has held charge of the Civil Veterinary 
Department. 4 

2. The Bengal Veterinary College—The college has been very ably 
managed by Colonel Ruymond throughout the year. The bulk of the students 
naturally belong to Bengal, but 58 are from Eastern Bengal and Assam, and 
10 from other Provinces. The high percentage (86°2) of the third-yoar 
students who the spies examination testifies to the efficiency of tho 
instruction. The health of the students has been good throughout the year; 
but a hospital is being organized in connection with the hostels to provide 
against any outbreak in the future. The Principal re) that the conduct 
of the students has been excellent. On the occasion of the prize-giving last 
year the Lieutenant-Governor oxpressed his satisfaction with this feature of 
‘the , and sanctioned a special grant for the preparation of an athletic 
ground, in order that the students might have increased facilities for athletic 
exercise, 

The expansion of tho college has been again posiponed for want of 
funds, but it has been found possible to provide a sufficient amount for the 
Assistant Professor's quarters, so that this officer may always be in residence. ~ 

8, The provisions'of the Glanders. and Farcy Act have been more strittly 
enforced during the year, and the efficient administration of the Act has not 
been attended by any increase of friction, Horses, mules and “donkeys in 
Caleutta increase in number every year and now amount to ever 13,00) 
animals. During the year tho staff was able to inspect 4,007 stables, in 90 o: 
which glanders was detected, and the necessity for the work is shown by the 
fact that out of 296 animals soizod one-half had to be destroyed because they. 
were suffering from contagious disease. Uolonel Raymond has inttoduged the 
plan of paying small sums in compensation to those whose livelihood depends 
on the animals destroyed, and it has been found that this has greatly facilivated 
the administration of the Act at a very slight expense. wate 

4, With the college report is incorporated the first annual report of the 
Raymond Research Laboratory. This institution, which was commenced in 
1906, now comprises a central building with a working room for the 
pathologist, a bacteriological laboratory, a chemical laboratory, a micro- 
photographic and drawing-room and a dark room. There is also a cellar for 
the storage of biological products; and attached to the establishment are 
post-mortem and inoculation rooms. Valuable work hes by done in 
diagnosing diseases in connection with the Glanders and Furey Act, in 
rabies, and in more obscure cases admitted into the hospital for treatment or 

bi examination. To the Civil Veterinary Department assistance was 
the divgnosis of digeases in the mufassal, By means of the 
laboratory: yaluable instruction bas been given to the senior students 
about pugitections diseases of India, Colonel Raymond has organized a post- 
se for officers of the Department.

There has been a considerable decrease in the total 
number of patients admitted to the provincial dispensaries during the year, 
and in many cases the residents appear to take only a lukewarm interest 
in them, ' 

8. Breeding Operations.—The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to inotice 
that some progress has been made in the distribution of bulls to public Bodies 
and private individuals. An outbreak of rinderpest has unfortunately gteatly 
weakened the Siri herd at Kalimpong. 

9. General—During the year the inspecting staff was considerably 
strengthened. There are now four Inspectors srpeniee under the reorganiza- 
tion scheme and 52 Veterinary Assistantsin the Province. The reorganization 
scheme has not yet been introduced so faras the Assistants are concerned, 
‘The replies of the local bodies consulted in the matter are at present under 
consideration, 

10, The Lieutenant-Goyernor desires to acknowledge the efficiency of 
Colonel Raymond’s administration. His service has been extended for a period * 
of three years, and he has recoived special promotion in recognition of his work. 
The Lieutonant-Governor also nowledges the energy with which Mr. 
Quinlan, the Ee nenaeas of the Civil Veterinary Department, has carried 
out his duties, He endorses the opinion expressed by these officers concerning

8. During the year both cesses were as before levied in the 30 districts 
Bate, land revenue demand and &t the full rate of one anna in each rupee of the 
gross rental. annual value of lands or annual net profits of 
mines and other immoveable properties, The current land revenue demand 
for these districts was Rs. 2,85,42,251 and the valuation or gross rental 
amounted to Rs. 13,33,01,239. T'he percentage of the former to the latter 
is 21°4,

As compared with 1907-1908, the current demand of the year under 
report increased by Ks. 2,71,365. The increase is particularly noticeable in 
Burdwan (Rs. 1,389,731) and Manbhum (Rs. 99,788) and was chiofly due to 
the annual valuation of the existing mines and to the first assessment of new 
mines which were opened in consequence of the recent development of the 
coal industry. “lhe growth of the cess demand from Rs. 7,974 to Rs. 29,698 
in the Sonthal Parganas was the result of valuations wospily completed: 

5, Insome of the districts, notably in Bankura (i 5,497), Hooghly 
(Rs. 9,871), Darbhanga (Rs. 5,981) and Singhbhum (Rs, 1,959), there were 
counterbalancing decreases in the current demand, The decrease in Bankura 
was the effest of the recent revaluation completed in 1907-1908. In Hooghly 
it was duo to the transfer of a number of rent-free lands to Burdwan for 
amalgamation with the estates borne on its revenue roll, In Darbhange it 
Was partly due to the transfer of an estate to Muzaffarpur and mostly to .the 
general revaluation of the district by which a more correct assessment was 
obtained, based on the settlement records. In Singhbum it was due to the 
annoal revision of assessments of mines and forests, . 


*€. Simultancously with the increase in the current demand, the collec- 
tions increased by Kis. 1,20,220, The year was, howeyer, generally unfayour-_ 
able to the voluntary payment of cesses, and the provincial percentage fell 
‘from 101-07 to 989. The balances were larger than in the past two years, 
and the percentage of the balance rose slightly above that of the previous 
year, The difference of Rs. 33 between the closing balance of 1907-1908 and 


the opening balance of the year under report was due to a subsequent adjust- 
ment of accounts. P 

7. The largest remissions were granted in Burdwan (Ks. 47,662), 
Hooghly (Rs. 11,320), Bankura (Rs, 7,912), Manbhum (Rs, 6,758) and Ga; 
(Rs. 6,275). ‘he bulk of the remissions in Burdwan and Hooghly was due 
to the amalgamation of rent-free lands and was therefore nominal, It was also 
due to some extent in Burdwan to the transfer of estates to other districts, the 
cancellations necessitated by double assessments, and the revision of assessments 
of coal mines. In Guya the remissions were due to the correction of mis- 
takes and to the elimination of double assessments of rent-free lands. In 
Manbhum, Rs, 2,235 were reduced by the amalgamation of rent-free lands 
with their parent estates at the last revaluation; Rs. 1,358 were remitted by 
the Deputy Commissioner on appeal; and a farther reduction of Rs. 3,165 
was sanctioned by the Cdmmissioner in exercise of his revisional powers under 
section 93 of the Cess Act,

10. The number of certificates filed for the realisation of cess arrears was 
‘Working of the certificate pro- 83,736 as against 80,502 of the previous year. 
sare, There was a noticeable increase in the number of 
institutions in Bankura (998, Nadia (752), Patna (1,768), Muzaffarpur (1,582 
and Darbhanga (1,177), In Bankura it was due to the fact that certificates ha 
to be issued for the realisation of arregy cesses for rent-free lands, which had 
been amalgamated with their parent éStates, and also for the speedy recovery of 
some petty arrears, which would otherwise have been time-barred. In Nadia 
and Patna, the issue of a larger number of certificates was rendered necessar 
owing to the unpunctuality of the proprietors in paying cesses at the close of eac! 
kist. The increase in Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga was practically due to, the 
more prompt issue of certificates within the year. The decrease inthe number of 
institutions is most marked in Burdwan (677), Hooghly (779), the 24-Parganas 
(803) and Bhagalpur (580'. In Burdwan it was due to the fact that a large 
number of rent-free and chaukidari chakran lands, the holders of which are 
habitual defaulters, wero amulgamated with the parent estates. The decrease 
in Hooghly was due to the transfer of some rent-free lands to Burdwan for 
amalgamation. ‘he decrease in the 24-Parganas was explained to be due to 
the increase of yoluntary payments on the part of the cess-payers as a result 
of hetter harvests in the district. In Bhagalpur, the decrease is reported to be 
due to the fact that in 1907-1908 many certificates for sums below Rs. 5 had to 
be issued in order to prevent petty arrears being barred by limitation; that 
certificates in the case of a comparatively Igrge number of reyenue-free estates 
were issued in 1907-1908; and that during the year under report more vigilance 
was exercised in the case of big proprietors, and prompt payments were 
enforced in communication with the local agents, 

11. Including 20,829 certificates pending from the previous yoar, the 
total number of certificates aggregated 104,565. Of these, 83,524 were 
disposed of during the year, leaving 21,041 cases pending, as against 
2,829 at the close of the previous year. ‘'he porcentage 20'1) of pending 
cases to the total number for disposal was almost the same as in the past 
year,

15. It is worthy of notice that the annual valuation of profits dorived by 
owners and occupiers of coal miners in the Asansol subdivision of Burdwan 
has resulted in an increase of Rs. 1,13,011 in the cess demand. Satisfactory 
results were also obtained by the annual assessments of wines and forests in 
the Chota Nagpur Division.

‘Tar month opened under ordinary monsoon conditions, with light or moderate rain 
fairly general and a steep pressure ient in the north of the Bay. Towards the end of 
the first week rainfall diminished considerably and the mean temperature was slightly 
above or ot ‘These changes were associated with the formation of depression at the head 
of the Bay. 

On the 10th, the amount of rain received in Assam increased somewhat and by the 
15th rain was again nearly general over the two provinces, 

Towards the middle of the month mean temperature was in defect over the whole area, 
and the pressure was above normal, 

‘At the boginning of the third week the barometer fell below its average value in regions 
to the south-west of Bengal and remained thus until the end of the month, There was e 
reduction in the amount of rain received by Orissa aud Chota Nagpur owing to the existence 
of a shallow depression over the Central Provinces. Another depression in the Bay at the end 
of the month was responsible for a general increaso in the rainfall in Bengal, Bihar 
and Eastern Bengal associated with a mean temperature below normal. 


On the whole month the amount of rain received was loss than usual, 
‘The defect was 6 per cent. in Bihar, 
18 per cent. in Assam, 
19 por cont, in Bengal, 
22 per cont. in Chota Nagpur, 
81 per cent, in Hastem Bengal. 
The amount of cloud was less than usual in Kastern Bengal and Assam. 
Humidity was practioally normal throughout the month. 
Summary of temperature-—Uhe highest temperature recorded was 97:9° at,Gaya and the 
lowest 69°9° was recorded at Ranchi. 
The following table gives the summary of the temperature of each of the seven 
meteorological divisions of the Provinces of Eastern Bengal and Assam and of Bengal for the

' IN BENGAL DURING THE YEAR 1908-09.

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2. - Administrative changos.—Among the administrative el 3 which took 
effect during the year ‘may be mentioned the extension of the distillery areas 
in the districts of Monghyr, Bhagalpur and Muzaffarpur, the introduction of 
the distillery system into a portion of the district of Ranchi, the abolition 
of passes for the transport of imported liquor, the increase of the rate of duty 
on country spirit during the year in 11 districts or parts of districts, the 
abolition of 16 country spirit shops in Calcutta, the reduction of the limit 
of retail sale of country spirit from 12 bottles to 6 bottles in Calcutta, 
and the reduction of the strength of spirit issued from the Russa distillery 
from 17° U.P. to 20° U.P. The three roforms last mentioned were carried out 
on recommendations made by the Committee which sat in 1907-08 to examine 
questions relating to the number and location of shops licensed for sale of 
spirituous liquor in Caleutta and the suburbs. Local Committees were also 
appointed in February and March 1909 in 28 lange towns to advise Collectors 
with regard to the licensing of liquor shops for the current year. The 
working of these Committees is noticed in the next paragraph, , 

The revised Excise Bill was introduced in the Bengal Council in 
January 1909 and was referred to a select Committee in March last. It has 
since passed through the Council and is awaiting the assont of His Excellency 
the Governor-General. 

3. Local Advisory Commitiees—The Government of India directed 
that the action taken with regard to consulting and recording local opinion 
in the matter of the number and location of liquor shops, the number of 
towns in which local Committees have beeu set up for the aboye purpose, 
and the extent to which non-official opinion is represented in such Committees 
should be specially noticed in the Excise Administration Report for 
1908-09. This subject should be more fully noticed by the Commissioner 
in future reports. It has been Pet that local Committees were 
appointed in 28 municipal towas to consider and advise with regard to the 
number and sites of liquor shops to be licensed; but it is understood that 
in six of these towns, the Committees did not meet and the Excise 
Commissioner reports that in several instances there was want of interest 
in the proceedings. According to the instructions of Government, the 
Committee in each caso was composed as follows :—(1) The Collector of the 
District, Chairman; (2) the Superintendent of Police; (8) the Chairman 
of the Municipality, and in towns where the Collector is the Chairman, the 
Vice-Chairmun of the Municipality; (4) one Municipal Commissioner nominated 
by the Municipal Commissioners for each ward in which liquor shops were to be 
licensed. The Committees were formed on these lines; and the settlement 
proposals for the current year, so far as related to the municipal areas, were 
referred to the Committees for,adyice. Objections were considered with regard 
to 4 imported liquor shops (including a restaurant), 17 country spirit shops, 
2 pachwai shops and about 109 “tari shops. The objections in respect of 2 
imported liquor shops (including a restaurant), 12 country spirit shops and 101 
tari shops were accepted; and the objections in respect of 2 imported liquor 
shops, 2 country spirit shops, and 3 tari shops, in the town of Burdwan, and 2 
country spirit shops and 2 pachwai shops in the town of Bankura, were hold 
over for consideration at noxt year’s settlements. One new imported liquor 
shop was opened in Santipur in accordance with the Committeo’s recom: 
mendation. The results of the large reduction made in the number of dart 
shops (93 to 20) in the town of Bhagalpur, atthe instance of the’ local Com- 
mittee, should be stated in the report for the current year. 

The Board think that it is prematare to give an opinion as to the usefulness 
of the work done by the local Gacitniteses: 

In Calcutta no local Committee was appointed to consider the settlement 
proposals for 1909-10, as a Committee had advised in the previous year with 
seaaed to the liconsing in Calcutta and the suburbs. The Calcutta Committee, 
as has been previously reported, made useful recommendations, which to a large 
extent, have been carried into effect, 

‘4, Revenue—The total receipts of the year inclusive of advance 
collections amounted to Rs, 170 lakhs against Rs. 1702 Jakhs in the preceding 
year, showing a decrease of three quarters of a lakh of rupees, ‘The license 
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feo collections for the year showed ‘an sinerease of Rs. 1,23,229 and the 
receipts from duty, distillery fees and «miscellaneous sources were better by 
Rs. 10,757 ; but the advance eollections.made in 1908-09 on aceount of 1909-10 
sh ‘a decline of Rs, 2,11,272, so that the net decrease on the total collections 
of the year amounted to Rs, 77,286, as pointed out in paragraph 4 of “the 
se as Deducting the advance collection (Rs, 13,74,886) for 1909-10 and 

ding the revenue (Rs. 15,86,158) for 1908-09, which was collected in advance 
in 1907-08,-the net receipts on account of 1908-09 wore Rs. 1,72,12,059, against 
Rs. 1,68,76,320 of the preceding year after similar adjustment. Country 
spirit, gania and opium gave 808 fake, 28 lakhs and 27} lakhs or 53 per 
cent., 16 por cent., and 16 per cent., respectively, of the total revenue of 
the year. The receipts from ganja and opium show an inerease of 1} lakhs 
and 1 lakh or 5°7 and 3:8 per cent., respectively, while the receipts from 
qountry spirit show a falling off of 4} lakhs or 4:5 per cent. During the 
year under report,-the incidence of taxation per gallon of L, P. spirit undor 
the contract and central distillery systems taken together was Rs. 5°7 against 
Rs. 5 in the previous year, and the average fee for each outstill was Rs. 2,148 
against Rs. 2,393 in the preceding year, 

5. Result of Settlements.—There was a heavy decrease in the total 
license fees at which country spirit shops have been settled for the current 

. The decrease in Mongbyr (Rs. 1,70,136), Purnea (Rs. 1,61,904) and 
Tivegedpar (Rs. 74,502) is due to the conversion of outstills into distillery 
shops on the introduction of the contract system from the Ist April 1909. 
A similar reason contributed to some extent to the decrease in Patna 
(Rs. 1,31,316) and Ranchi (Rs. 69,281) where the central distillery system has 
been extended from the current year to a portion of the outstill area. 

6, Country Spirit—Consumpti6n decreased by 92,998 gallons L, P. 
in the contract and central distillery areas, but there was an increase of 
Rs, 2,63,667 in the total revenue derived from country spirit in these 
areas. This is a satisfactory result. In the case of Calcutta whore there 
was a decrease of 65,533 L. P, gallons in the consumption of country 
spirit accompanied by a falling off of Rs, 1,34,216 in the revenue, the Excise 

jommissioner considers that the high price of foodegrains and the increased 

price of country spirit forced the consumer to restrict his consumption or 
to resort to other intoxicants, viz., imported liquor, opium and ganja. 
The figures appear to the Board to show tliat there was some substitution 
of imported-plain spirit for country spirit in the case of Calcutta consumers; 
but it is doubtful whether the increased price of country spirit catised 
consumers to take to opium and ganja. The increased sales of opium are 
without doubt due to the operations of smugglers who purchased for 
the Burma traffic, , With regard to ganja it is to be noticed that the high 
prices paid to the ganja cultivators at Naugaon led to deereasod consumption 
during the last two years. The recent fall in the wholesale price of gana 
wey. have stimulated consumption of the drug by the classes addicted to it 
without bringing it into competition with country spirit, 

Tho heavy decrease in the outstill revenue of the district of Gaya and 
the considerable decreases in Palamau and Hazaribagh no doubt represent 
decreased consumption aud were due, as the Commissioner reports, to scarnty, 
continuance of high prices, tailure of the makua crop and depression in the 
lacand mica trade. In Gaya the decrease succeeded to the considerable 
increase in 1907-08, and it appears to havo been specially due to the failure 
of the mahua crop. , he 

7. Siles.—Special attention appears to have been paid during the 
Mee to the location of liquor shops. Revised rules have been recently issued 

y the Board in accordance with the orders of the Government of India 
passed on the recommendations of the Indian Excise Committee as to selection 
of sites of liquor shops. 

8. Convictions for drunkenness and action. taken against licensees for 
heee d #t-—Convictions for ‘drunkenness increased in Burdwan’ and 
¢ lpur. In the former district consumption is known to have increased, 
whereas in the latter district it decreased during the year, Only in two cases. 
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was action taken against vendors on account of drunkenness on liconsed 
premises, A condition’ has recently been inserted in liquor licenses prohibiti 
the vendor from selling liquor to drunken persons. t ” 

9. New private distilleries —Of the two new distilleries equipped in 
modern method opened during the year; one is owned by an Indian 
manufacturer. Adequate areas have been allotted to each for supply of 
liquor under the contract system. The Exeise Commissioner and the Board 
realise the importance of assigning such contracts'‘as far as possible to mative 
distillers or capitalists, 

10, Auction system.—The Excise Commissioner makes certain observations 
in defence of the auction system of disposing of licenses. The Board need 
only say that the subject has been fully considered by the Government of 
Tndia in connection with the recommendations of the Indian Excise Committee, 
and it has been decided that the system should continue. S 

11. Denatured spirit.—Nearly 93 per cent, of the imported spirit methy- 
laied in Calcutta was Java spirit, which on account of its cheapness now 
Brastioally monopolises the market. It is satisfactory to notice that 
denatured spirit produced in a local distillery has for the first time been placed 
on the market, 


12, Tari—In paragraph 221 of their report the Indian Excise Committee 
remarked on the excessive uumber of dari shops in Bihar and recommended 
reduction of the number. Since then a substantial reduction appears to have 
been made in the number of art shops, which has led to increased competition 
at the annual sales and to an increase of revenue in almost all the districts. 
The system of remittances of tari fees by money-order has been largely 
adopted in Bihar, 

13. Pachwaii—The measures necessary for the better control of the 
consumption of pachwai were carefully examined during the year and the 
Board’s proposals have since posteie the approval of Government, The 
action to be taken will come under review next year. 


14. G@anja.—The report notices the existence of a large trafic in 
illicit deshi or indigenous ganya, which is smuggled into Sambalpur. The 
Deputy Commissioner of Sambalpur hes proposed that in order to suppress 
this smuggling, Rajshahi ganja should be again introduced into the district. 
Rajshahi ganja was supplied to Sambalpur in 1906-07, but its supply was 
diseontinued the following year as it was believed to be more potent and 
harmful than the Khandwa drag. Chemical analysis has, however, lately 
led to opposite conclusions, 

15, Opium.—Smuggling of opiam (chiefly of Excise opium) to Burma 
continues to be practised ona large scale. The supply of opium from the 
Treasury to shops licensed in Calcutta, the 24-Parganas and Howrah has 
recently been restricted in the hope of diminishing the facilities of smuggling. 
The check in consumption in the Orissa districts is satisfactory; but the 
Colle ctors have asked for increased preventive establishments to repress 
smug gling, 

17.  Breiss offences,—There was a decrease in the total number of 
persons arrested for offences against the Excise and Opium Jaws as compared 
with the preceding year. The number of arrests for illicit distillation of 
country spirits showed a large decrease, which appears to have been mainly 
due to the scarcity of the mahua crop. The number of ‘persons arrested for 
smuggling of illicit opium and illicit possession of opium also showed a 
decrease, though in view of the prevalence of smuggling to Burma an increase 
might have been expected under these heads, On the other hand, there was 
an increase in tho number of comparatively minor offences detected, such 
as unlicensed sale of country spirit and éaré and illicit possession of /ari,

P,), Gaya (18,973 gallons L. P.), Saran (9,468 gallons L, P.), 24-Parganas 
(4,656 gallons L. P.), Darbhanga (2,356 gallons L.P,), Sambalpur (1,938 
allons £ P.), Nadia (1,358 gallons L. P.), Hazaribagh (1,201 gallons L. P.), 
Ffowrah (1,286 gallons L. P-) and Murskidabad (1,093 gallons Le P,), Soveral 
causes have affected consumption in Caleutta. The trade has been disturbed 
by continuous enquiries and numerous administrative changes, such as the 
drastic reduction in the number of licenses, the reduction of the limit of 
retail sale and of the strength of liquor issued, and increase in the rate of 
duty. The long-continued high price of food-grains and general depression 
in trade and commerce have also affected: the purchasing power of consumers. 
The principal cause, however, is the simple one of risein price which has 
forced the consumer to restrict his consumption or resort to other intoxicants. 
The taxation on country spirit was Rs. 8°5 per gallon L.P., compared with 
Rs, 72 in the previous. yeir, In addition toa rise in duty of 10 annas per 
L, P. gallon there was an increase of Rs, 26,313 in license fees. This made 
the taxation on sonny spirit quite equal to that on imported spirit. ‘The 
enormous increase in the consumption of opium and the marked rise in ganja 
show how the demand for cheap intoxicants was met. Restrictions have now 
‘been placed on the consumption of opium and I do not think it will bo rash to 
prophesy a marked rise in the consumption of ganja, and a considerable 
increase in the consumption of spirits during the current year. In Patna, 
Gaya, Saran and Darbhanga, the decrease was due to scarcity and also to the 
raising of duty in the urban areas, The only districts in which there was an 
increase of consumption were Manbhum and Burdwan. Here the increase 
was due to the opening up of new collieries with the consequont influx of 
labour and high wages. The apparent increase in Bhagalpur, Monghyr and 
Muzaffarpur is due to extension of distillery areas and abolition of outstills. 
In Ranchi the distillery apten was introduced in a portion of the district 
during the year, and consumption of distillery liquor amounted to 
44,808 gallons L. P.

The * * figures show that enhanced taxation in the form of license 
fees cannot only reduce consumption just as effectually as a rise in direct 
duty, but if raised too high will practically extinguish licit consumption. , 


Tt may be conceded that when the article sold is issued to the vendor under 
Government supervision when prices and strengths are fixed and when the 
profit of the shop is thus susceptible of accurate calculation, the monopoly value 
can be secured without resort to auction, The difficulty lies in the selection 
of the vendor from among numerous candidates without creating any vested 
interest and without fostering improper practices and favouritism.

Article 8,—Exhibits of all classes of farm stock, bred in the Republic or abroad, included 
in the Schedule, will be received for the Live-stock Show subject to the regulations and 
restrictions imposed by tho law of sanitary inspection of animals. 

Article 4.—Exhibits will be reosived all classes of agricultural products (seeds 
plants, products, oto.), and of thoir first processes of transformation and sub-producis 
grown or propared in the Republic or abroad. and also of all classes of machinery, tools 
installations for rural industries, and other implements connected with same. 

Article 5,—Exhibits-will also bo received of all classes of books or works relating to 
agriculture; plans, drawings, engravings, illustrations, photographs, meteorological. chars, 
diagrams and statistical tables; stadies, projects or models, conncoted with rural engineoriug 
work ; material, documents and treatises on agricultural instruction; means of promoting 
same, legislation, rural economy, ete. “ 

Article 6.—The live-stock show will be held in the large and commodious pavilions 
in the exhibition grounds of the Argentine Rural Society at Palermo and in others to be 
provided for the same purpose. 

Article 7.—Tho show of agricultural products, machinery, ete., will be held in special 
pavilions to be erected for the purpose in the exhibition grounds. ‘The pavilion for agri- 
oultural and industrial products will be furnished with show-cases in which the collections 
of ane may be arranged in accordance with the classification established in the general 
regulations. 

Arpt oso may put up, at their own cost, special stands or fittings® for 
general display of different classes of products, subjoct to the rules established for such oases, 

Article 9.—Vhe space oceupied by exhibitors in the general pavilions will -be provided 
free of charge; but no work or fitting oan be done by them in these pavilions or in the 

cial sites assigned to them without previous submission to the Exeoutive Committee 
of the plans, sketches or explanations regarding the work they propose to carry out.

POLITICAL DEPARTMENT—POLITIOCAL. 
Dated Darjeeling the 7th October 1909, 
RESOLUTION No. 2126P.D. 


By Resolution No. 2493-P., dated the 31st July 1909, which was published 
afew days before the celebration of the anniversary of the Boycott, His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor invited the special attention of the Heads 
of Colleges and Schools and of all parents and guardians, to the inexpediency 
of permitting students.and schoolboys to take part in such gatherings, His 
Honour expressed the opinion that it was most undesirable that immature minds 
should be subjected to the excitement and disturbance which are inseparable 
from political agitation, and ho appealed to all who aro responsible for the 
education and behaviour of students and schoolboys to use their influence to 
induce them to abstain from taking part in, or from being present at, any form 
of political demonstration. 

Sir Edward Baker desires to acknowledge the response which was made 
to this exprossion of his views, for the anniversary colebration of the Boycott 
was attended. by a smaller number of students than on previous occasions. It 
is now again announced that political meetings will be held in connection with 
the anniversary of the Partition of Bengal, and His Honour desires again to 
invoke the attention of all responsible persons to the subject, and trusts that on 

is occasion also they will similarly use their influence with the students and 
schoolboys in whom they are interested. His Honour ventures to hope that 
further reflection during the interval since the pence resolution was pub- 
lished, may have produced a still more general and complete agreement with 

Yiews and that students will be even less in evidence at the forthcoming 
Political meetings.

Pretminary Forecast of tue Ixpico crop 1x Bencat, 1909. 


(On an average of the five years ending 1907-1908 the area under indigo in 
the territory to which this forecast relates has represented some 7 per cent., 
of the total area under indigo in British India.) 





Explanatory. —With the exception of a few acres in Nadia 
and Jessore, indigo is grown only in Bihar districts and of 
these only Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga and Purnea 
have over 10,000 acres under this crop. 

Character of ihe season.—The season has been unfavour- 
able. Owing to want of rain in the beginning of the year 
the February sowings were unsuccessful, In March and 
April the season was better, but the long hot spell in May 
was very bad for the crop. When the rain came in June 
it was too plentiful in many districts and the heavy rains in 
the last two weeks of August made the situation worse. 

Area.—The area is steadily decreasing. This year it is 
estimated at 107,709 acres which is 28,000 acres less than 
last year and nearly 40,000 acres less than 1907, 

turn.—The outturn in Muzaffarpur is estimated at 
88 per cent. of a normal crop and the outturn in Saran is 
estimated at 97 per cent., in Champaran and Darbhanga at 
72 per cent., and Purnea only 23 per cent, The estimated 
ashe for North Bihar including Monghyr is 78 per cent., 
and for the other minor districts 44 per cent. The aggre- 
ate for the province is 70 per cent, The outturn for the 
Srowint is estimated at 20,179 factory maunds, a decrease 
of over 6,000 maunds from the figures of last year.

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REPORT ON THE WORKING OF THE STEAM TRAWLER GOLDEN GROWN 
FOR THE QUARTER ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1909. 


Tus following report is published for general information.

Dunine the quarter under review the Golden Crown made two exploratory 
voyages to the Bay of Bengal, both during the month of September. The 
weather during the quarter has been most unfavourable, but in spite of this 
two successful voyages were made and encouraging results obtained. 

On the first occasion the trawler left for sea on September 6th, returning 
to Calcutta on the 16th and the second trip commenced on the 20th, terminat- 
ing on October 2nd. As fishing operations on the second trip ceased on 
the 380th September, this voyage is naturally included in this report. 


Deratts ov Voyaces, 


After the pilot left at 9-10 P.at. on the 6th the vessel was put on a course 

8. W. by W. Onthe 7th owing to the heavy swell the Golden Crown was 
ut for some time on half speed. At 1 p,m. the first haul was made off 
onarak and touring W. S, W. trawling was carried on till Puri light bore 

N. by E. This day’s trawling was in depths of about 24 fathoms, On the 

8th still heading 8. W. the trawl was shot in 50 fathoms water, but the result 

‘was not so good as on the previous day. Subsequently trawling was tried in

On the 9th fishing was tried off Gopalpur in depths of from 24 to 30 
fathoms, and the results achieved tend to show that this is the most suitable 
depth in these localities, On this day and the following (10th) fishing was 
carried on under very adverse and trying circumstances, there being strong 
winds with much rain anda heavy sea. 

On tho 11th trawling went on still off the Ganjam district of the Madras 
Presidency in very unfavourable weather with heayy squals and much rain. 

On the 12th trawling was tried between Gorka and Puri and off Puri 
weather again very bad. 

On the 13th a heavy sea necessitated abandoning fishing operations from 
2toll a.m., after which fishing was tried 13 miles off the Black Pagoda 
(Konarak). On the 14th the conditions were again against fishing, but it was 
nevertheless persevered with, The 15th and 16th were occupied in the return 
journey. , 
: On the Second Voyage the Golden Crown got under way oarly on the 20th 
but owing to the heavy weather which prevailed she had to shelter in the river 
and the pilot did not leave until 1 p.m. on the 22nd. A course was set direct 

for Gopalpur and after a bad passage the trawl was shot off that place on the 
28rd at 5-20 pat, in 27 fathoms. A largo saw fish was caught in tho first haul, 
which badly damaged the net, This fish measured exclusive of the saw 25 fect 
6 inches in length. Subsequently the trawl was shot off Burma. i 

On the 24th, 25th, 26th, 27th, 28th and 29th trawling was carried on 
again under very t: ednditions in various depths and at various loca- 
lities off Barura and pur. Again the best depths were found to be from 
21 to 80 fathoms and, although the ground is very rough and the not frequently

success, it is unnecessary to enter into details here as to the price obtained for 
the fish placed on the Calcutia markets, It will suffice to say that the Golden 
Crown fish finds a ready sale at good prices,

Character of the season—Tho rainfall during the month was general, ‘The fall was 


much below the normal in North Bihar. In Lower plese it was in slight defoot In 
Chota Nagpur and Orissa it was in exooss of the normal, Angul, Balasore nnd Palaman 


excepted, ‘The usual rainfall table is appended. 

IL. Progress of agricultural operatis.—Transplatation of paddy continued in somo 
districts. Harvesting of the autumn crops was in progress throughout the month. 

ILL. State of standing orops—Aman paddy and sugaroane are doing well. 

IV. Prospects and probatle outturn of harvests —Good harvests of autumn peddy and 
maize have been obtained in many districts. The outturn of all dhadoi crops for the Province 
‘as a whole is estimated at 100 per cont. of the normal by this Department, and if the weathor 
continues favourable winter rice will yield more than the normal crop. 

V. Damage to crops.—On lowlands in Midnapore, Hooghly, Howrah and Murshid- 
absd considerable damage was done both to winter rice and autumn orops by excessive rain 
and floods in tho end of August, Injury by insoct-pests was reported from Ranchi. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock.—The condition of cattle was en the whole fair’ 
Cattle-diseases were reported from Burdwan, Midnapore, Hooghly, Nadia, Jessore, Khulna 
and from Bihar, Orissa and Chota Nagpur excepting Outtack and Singhbhum, 

VIL. Failure of pasturage and fodder—There was a temporary want in supply of 
Jodterdp parti ct Burdwan coming to hoary Gboda No° alii Siddida’ complains of 
insufficiency of fodder. ; 

VIIL. Prices of food-gra'ns.—During the 2nd fortnight of tho month the price of 
common rice rose in 5 and fell in 21 districts. The price of makai has fallen considerably, 
The price of common rice has also fallen in expectation of a good harvest. Prices of staple 
food-grains are easier than in the corresponding period of last year. 

1X. Condition of labouring classes and agricultural population—Tho fagricultural people 
are in satisfactory condition. There has been a good harvest of the autumn crops and ie 
winter rice harvest is also very hopeful.

(On an average of five years ending 1907-08, the area under winter rice in 
the territory to which the forecast relates has represented some 27°7 por 
cont. of the total area under winter rice in British India.) 


Oharacter of the season.—The season has been a very 
favourable one for the rice crop. There was little rain 
daring the winter, but the fall in Apel and May was suffi- 
cient for ploughing, and ample rain fell when it was required 
in June, Sowings in many districts commenced earlier than 
usual, In a few districts, particularly Burdwan, Nadia and 
Jessore, transplantation was retarded through absence of 
rain in July, Portions of Burdwan, Howrah, Jessore, and 
the Ghatal subdivision of Midnapore suffered from floods in 
August. The condition of the crop in the province asa 
whole is excellent, ‘ 

Area sown.—The normal area under winter rice is 
20,690,500 acres. The distrivt returns show that this year 
there is 21,179,200 acres under the crop. The figures for 
1908-09 were close upon 18 million acres, so that there is ar 
increase of three million acres since last year. The increase 
is due mainly to the seasovable rainfall, but is partially 
accounted for in Central Bengal in some districts by the 
decrease in the area under jute, = 

Outturn,—Everything depends on the October rainfall 
but in the meantime a crop above the average is ex, 
from the province. The District Officers estimate for 
Muzaffarpur 114 per cent., for Monghyr, Champaran and 
Manbhum 1.0 per cent., for 24-Parganas 107 per cent., 
Snmbalpur 104 per cent , andthe Sonthal Parganas 102 per 
cent. The District Officers of Khulna, Patna, Gaya, 
Lhagalpur, Balasore, Ranchi und Palamau anticipate a 
normal crop of 100 per cent. Sixteen districts anticipate a 
crop between 80 and 100 per cent. of the normal, and only 
thrve districts—Nadia, Jessore and Burdwan—anticipate less. 
The provincial outturn, culculated on these figures, comes to 
96 per cent, of the normal; but if the season continuer 
favourable, as it promises to do, there is no doubt thet ¢ 
crop considerably above the normel will be reaped.

During the year under review Government has maintained the policy of 
suepuraging genuine free recruitment through bond fide garden sardars working 
under Associations of recognised standing and probity. In the previous year 

. certain concessions were granted to the Tea Districts Labour rhe Association, 
by which garden sardars, working under the control of the local agents of the 
Associations, were authorised to forward unindentured emigrants withont pro- 
dueing them before a registering officer. To check any possibility of abuso 

Ko local agents of the Association were required to submit monthly complete lists of 
emigrants forwarded by them, aud Magistrates and Police Officers above the rank 


Beans 
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of Sub-Inspectors were empowered to inspect the local agents’ registers at any 
time. These concessions have now been ext d to the Assam Leora 
tion and the Longai Valley Employers’ Recruiting Assoviation. 1h extendi 
the concessions, Commissioners of Divisions were requested to instruct local officers , 
to license local agents nominated*by the Associations, inless something was 
definitely known to their discredit, and to refuse to license as a local agentany 
person who was reasonably auspected to have any personal interest in, or connec: 
tion with, other contractors, or recruiters, licensed or otherwise. They were also 
directed to cancel without hesitation the license of any local agent who might be 
ee a serious breach of the law or rules, particularly if he was found to have, 
any dealings with recruiters other than the garden sardars of his Association, _ 
During the year, the Inland Emigration Act, (Act VI of 1901) was 
amended by the pacing of Act XI of 1908. This measure was the outcome of 
a desire expressed by the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam to with- 
draw certain provisions of Act VI of 1901 relating to labour districts from the 
districts of Cachar, Sylhet, Kamrup and Goalpara, so that contracts should no 
longer be taken from emigrants proceeding to these districts. It was at the 
same time desired to fadilitate tho experiment of free recruitment by gen 
sardars. Accordingly section 91 of Act VI of 1901 has been so amended by Act 
XI of 1908, that local Governments may dispense with, or relax, by notifica- 
tion, any of the provisions of Chapters Ill and IV of Act VI of 1901, 
subject to any conditions which may be prescribed in the notification. 
The labour provisions of the Inland Emigration Act were withdrawa from the 
Surma Valley districts and the districts of Kamrup and Goalpara with effect 
from the 1st November 1908, and two notifications were issued by this Govern- 
ment under the revised section 91, in which it was declared that in the case of 
emigrants recruited for these districts by licensed contractors.and by garden, 
sardars not accredited to the local agent of an approved Association, the 

rovisions of the Act which prescribe the execution of agreements should no 
lee be enforced, but that in other réspects the procedure laid down in 
Chapters IlIvand IV of the Act should continue to he followed. The Estate of 
Porahat in the'district of Singhbhum was closed to recruitment by contractors 
during the year,.and the question of, further restricting the areas in which 
recruitment by contractors is permitted is at present engaging the attention of 
Government. 

3. During the year ending the 30th Jane 1908, the number of emigrants 
of all classes recruited in Bengal, Madras, the Central Provinces and the United 
Provinces, who embarked at Goalundo was $1,587, as against 24,503 in, the 
previous year, This was the ot number on record since 1897, and the 
striking increase was attributed to.the scarcity ‘and high prices of food-stuffs 
prevailing in recruiting districts, In the year ending the 30th June 1909, the 
number of emigrants who embarked at Goalundo fell to 56,791. This 
decreass is due partly to the more prosperous character of the year and 
partly to a reduction in the demand consequent on the unusually large number 
of emigrants despatched in the previous year, 

4, The total number of emigrants registered under Chapters IIT and IV 
of the Actin this Province’ was 8,048 and 3,183 respectively, compared 
with 8,748 and 6,825 respectively in the year 1907-1908. of these, 733 
ewigrants recruited by the Sed recruiters, and 893 emigrants engaged by 
garden sardars, were forwarded without being placed on contract.

“3, Managemout.—The Conservator has referred to'th® condition of some 
of the protected forests of the Province in which the demand for produce 
exceeds the possible yield, and the grazing is 80 excessive as to prevent all 
chance of natural regeneration. The question is under the consideration of 
Government, but its solution will depend largely on whether the continued 
preservation of such forests in any place is necessary in the interests of those 
who enjoy rights in them and their posterity. Whorever this may be 80, it is 
obvious that in future the right-holdors will haye to submit to such regulations 
as will limit their enjoyment of forest produce to the annual yield which the 
forests are capable of affording after due provision for regeneration. This 
will entail restrictions on both cutting and grazing which may arouse opposi- 
tion, but the maintenance of forest in areas of a certain type is now recognized 
not to be a matter. of merely local interest. I¢ is established. by- scientific 
observation that denudation of a country has prejudicial effects probabl 
on its climate, but certainly on its fertility and the moisture of the soil. 
Accordingly Government recognizes the duty of preserving forests where their 
existence 18 necessary to the population, and has directed the Conservator to 
submit proposals for the more effectual management of protected forests, 

4. Communications, ete.—Of forest roads, 68 miles were completed in 
1907-08, against 60 miles in tho previous year, the cost falling from 
Rs, 26,899 to Rs, 15,463, Most of this work ‘was done in the Singhbhum 
Division. Forests, devoid of good roads, are incapable of profitable exploita- 
tion, and their timber Sistas no sale in the market.» Well-directed expendi- 
ture under this head is therefore remunerative in the highest degree, and 
efforts should be made to render all parts of the reserves easy of access Tt is 
a matter for satisfaction, also, that the housing of subordinates continues to 
improve. In unhealthy climates bad accommodation reacts on the health of the 
staff, and money ner in this Way must mean a larger percentage of officers 
_ present on duty and better and more thorough supervision, 

4. Protection of Forests ; Breaches est Law.—'Tho number of forest 
offences reported is less by 155 than in 1907, and by 384, or 16 per ecnt., 
thah the average of the last threo years. ‘Lhis isa sensible reduction, and is 
said to be the result of the firmer administration of the Forest Act in recent 
years. Tho principle of condoning grazing offences on condition that tho 
owners of cattle should erect fences to keep their'animals out of closed blocks, 
which is reported from the Darjeeling Division, appears to be a good one and 
capable of wide extension. 

‘ 8. Protection from Fire. —Tho success of the special measures taken for fire- 
protection during 1908 is very marked, as little over 1 per cent. of the area so 
protected was burnt, That such a result was possible was due to the early cou-

recourse to artificial reproduction may become in fature the exception, rather 
than the rule. 

9. Finaneial resulls.—From a financial atid commorcial point of view the 
results of the working of the year were very satisfactory. The total revenue 
rose to Rs. 12,16,948- us against Re.11,06,700 in the preceding year, and 
Rs. 10,16,435, the average of the five preceding years, while the total expendi- 
ture decreased to Rs, 5,96,506 as against Rs. 7,10,309 of the previous year, 
and the quinquennial average was Rs. 5,85,631. ‘The result was a not income of 
Rs, 6,20,442. The dullness of tho timber market was the cause of smaller profit in 
some of the principal divisions, but in tho Chaibassa division the deficit of the 
previous year was changed to a surplus of Rv. 2,153 owing to the sale of sal 
timber aia aa ertakan for the first time. In the Sundarbans division the 
surplus was the highest. recorded since 1903-04 and amounted to Rs. 4,28,025, 
an increase of Rs. 1,81,993, or 74 per cent. as compared with the previous year, 
With the exception of the Direction and Angul divisions which were worked 
ata loss, all the remaining ten divisions showed a surplus of revenue over 
expenditure. 2 rs 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank Mr. A, L. McIntire and 
Mr. G. 8. Hart for their efficient administration and particularly to record his 
appreciation of Mr. A, L. Melutire’s management of the Bengal Circle during 
the last five and-a-half years, During his incumbency the revenue returns 
showed continued increase, and many of the reforms that have been recent] 
carried ont were initiated by him. “lhe Lieutenant-Governor also notes wit! 
pleasure the CGonservator’s appreciation of the good work done by tho 
members of the Provincial Service.

Is July 1909 the Government of India announced that the Secretary of 
State had decided. to establish a Bureau in London for the supply of informa- 
tion to Indian students, as. well ana Blanding Committee for eral advis 
purposes. Tho Bureau and the Committee were to work in ane relation with 
one another; avd the head of the Bureau, who would be called the Educa- 
tional Adviser to Indian aap ogee also act as Secretary to the Advisory 
Committee. The functions of the Bureau, as laid down by the Secretary of 
State, are to answer enquiries in regard to educational ities, to keep a 
list of lodgings and hoarding-houses suitable for Indias students and of private 
families willing to receive them on such terms as may be arranged ; to furnish 
students with references ; to bring to the notice of the Advisory Committee any 
cases in which the ea apie of educational institutions bears hardly on Indian 
students; and generally to give all possible assistance either to students them. 
selves or to their parents in India, It was also laid down that the Bureau 
would be in elose. touch with the Board of Education in England and with 
Local Committees in India. 

The Government of India have directed that local Committees should be 
established in each Province, who would be in direct communication with the 
Central Bureau in England, The functions of the Committees are— 

(1) To furnish information and advice to Indians who contemplate going 
to England. 

(2) To circulate in India to Colleges and other institutions the educational, 
financial and social information collected by the Central Bureau 
in London, 

(8) To communicate with the Central Bureau on behalf of students 
eo inte start, or on behalf of their parents when they are in 

ngland, 

(4) To keep up to date the handbook of information which will be 
published by the Central Bureau in London, 

It has been considered advisable by the Governmont of India that there 
should be mufassal members of the Committees, and that those should be 
selected who would be likely to take a personal interest in their work and 
‘would explain their objects and advantages throughout the area in which they 
exercise a local influence. f

1908, and by the Hon'ble Mr, F. A. Slacke, 0... during tho rest of the year, 
The work in the Partition and Land Acquisition Branchos was in charge of

2. Demand, Collections, Balances and Remissions—Vhe current demand’ of 


the year was Rs. 2,88,87,882, or ‘over Rs. 1,42,000 in excoss of that of the ~ 


previous year. The percentago of total collections on the total demand 
dropped from 96-35 in 1907-08 to 96°08 in 1908-09, the lowest percentage 
during the quinquennial period. This rosult was due to bad harvests and 
high prices. The total collections were about Rs, 96,000 loss than the current 
demand. The remissions amounted to Rs, 59,434. 

3. Road and Vublic Works Cesses.—The current demand on account of 
cesses. shows- an increase of Rs. 2,71,365, due mainly to revaluation proceed- 
ings and to revision of assessment of mines and forests in various districts. 
The total collections rose by Rs. 1,20,2<0. The percentage of collections on 
the current demand fell from 101:07 in the previous year to 98:9. In 17 
districts collections were below the prescribed stundard, but the explanations 
given are generally adequate. In seven districts tho percentage of ‘callec- 
tions on the current demand was below 95, and this was mainly due"to the 
suspension of collections of cesses in flood-dffectod areas and’ decrease of 
voluntary payments caused by unfavourable agricultural conditions, Revalua- 
tion proceedings were in progress in 14 out of 30 districts in which the Cess 
Act is in force. 

4; Money-orders,—There was a considerable increase in the number of 
revenue money-orders and the amount of land revenue and cesses thus remitted. 
The number of rent money-orders was less, but the amount covered by them 
showed some inerease. ‘he percentage of refusals rose from 22°) in 1907-08 
to 269, A high percentage is to be expected, as use is likely to be made of 
the system mainly by tenants and tenure-holders whose relations with their 
landlords are strained, but this upward leap is disquieting. 

5.° Coercive meavures.—The revenue sale law was as usual administered 
with leniency and moderation. Although the number of defaults rose from 
8,843 to 14785 |, the number of sales decreased by 17, the percentage on defaults 
falling from 7-6 to 44. Asono of themost common causes of default is disagree- 
wnent among eo-sharers, this-result was probably mainly due to the instructions

6. ition of the raiyats in Governmont estates and expenditure on Improve- 
nents and Baueation.—The year under review was ahard one for all who 
depend ‘on the land, and the raiyats in Government estates did not. escape 
their share of the trouble. Expenditure on miscellaneous and sanitary 
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improvements was smaller than usual, owing to the diversion of some of tho 
money allotted to this bead to other-ebjents That this should be possible 
is a matter for regret, and would seem to afford grounds for the change in the 
budget system which the Board have intimated their intention to pi . 
The numbers of schools and pupils, however, in Government estates have 
both increased, and the progress of education affords ground for satisfaction, 

7. Advances,—The amounts advanced’ during the year 1908-09 under 
the Land Improvement and Agriculturists’ Loans Acts were Rs. 9,74,780 and 
Rs. 35,41,044 respectively. Rupees 4,22,561 and Rs. 1,22,200 were advanced 
under the former Act in the years 1907-08 and 1906-07, and Rs. 13,83,782 and 
Rs, 17,47,818 under the latter. The very large increase under both heads 
is due to a great extent to the policy now adopted by Government of using 
loans as a means of alleviating acarcity oecasioned Hy oR failure when it falls 
short of actual famine. The raiyats are thus kept in condition to take 
advantage of the earliest cpportunities for cultivation, and money which would 
otherwise have to be spent on unremunerative relief is saved. The loans 
are readily taken by the raiyats and, asarule, Promatly repaid. In 1908-09, 
however, Rs. 16,00,000, or about 66 per cont. of the current demand was not 
collected, temporary suspensions being given in the Tirhut, Bhagalpur and 
Chota Nagpur divisions on account of scarcity, Now that normal conditions 
have been restored, the Lieutonant-Governor trasts that this heavy outstunding 
balance will be collected at an early date. 

8. Drainage ana Irrigation—Further progress was made in the important 
scheme for the Miraitane of the Mograhat swamps in the 24-Parganas. A new 
departure of importance during the current year was the semi-artesian well- 
boring experiments in Muzaffarpur, which helped to provide water during the 
late acarcity im that district, at a time when there was some danger of a 
complete failure of supply. As temporary expedient boring on this system 

royed most uscful. Until the tubes have been working for some time, 
owever, and ‘it can beseen whether or not they tend to become choked, it is 
too early to pronounce the idea a permanent success. Should it prove to be so, 
as neither the plant required nor the pees is expensive, it seems likely that 
wells of this nature might be sunk with ne more difficulty in many parts of the 
alluvial area and provide at least a partial solution of the pure-water problem 
in Bengal. During 1908 orders were passed by Government exempting all 
ons liable to pay embankment cess of less than 4 annas a yeat, 
Although Government incurs ey, this a charge of less than Rs, 2,000, nearly 
69,000 proprietors were benefited by it. 

9, Partilions.— There was a slight decrease in the number of cases in- 
stituted, but an increase in the number completed. This is satisfactory, but 
room for improvement yet remains. The Board are still engaged in consider- 
ing reforms in procedure, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that their 
proposals may be received before long. 

10.» Sundarbans.--The reclamation work at Fraserganj wes practically 
completed during the year, The result of the-experiment, however, has been 
disappointing, and Government has decided to lease the estate. _ 

+ Workirg of the Tenancy Act-—The Bengal Tenancy Act continued to 
work fairly satisfactorily. The levy of illegal cesses by zamindars in addition 
to rent has by no means ceasod, but it is ro] that the preparation of # 
record-of-rights in the Tirhut, Bhagalpur and Patna divisions has done much 
to teach the tenants their rights, A new Tenancy Bill for Orissa is at present 
under the consideration of Government, - 

12, Weather, crops, prices of food, wages and material condition of the peopley 
ete,—The season of 1908 was bad. The harvest was poor and prices remained 
high, Jute cultivation was contracted owing to depression in trade, and sugar- 
cane suffered along with other crops from the dry seasons, sothat money was 9 
scarce as food Although wages roso with the prices of food, all-classes alike 

_ were affected by the scarcity which preyailed in different parts of Bengal. 
Fortunately, emigration within the province and to other of India ai 

by improved communications, continues to increase, and helps to poliove the 

soffering from bad harvests and pressure of the population on the soil. The

It was mentioned in paragraph 100 of the preceding year’s report that 
large frauds had been discovered, in the batwara accounts of Muzaffarpur ; 
au some farthor embezzlements have since been detected in this district as to 
which reports have been submitted to Government in the Financial Department. 

After consulting Commissioners of Divisions, the Board are at prosent 
considering how the existing rules and forms relating to the keeping of batwara 
accounts should be revised and how the present system of pring these 
accounts can be improved. 

The partition accounts of the districts which have not got partition funds 
were audited by the Treasary Officers concerned and were found to be 
generally correct. 

91. The reports indicate that the Act of 1897 continuesto work smoothly.

But the landlords havo 
now grown, reconciled to’ tho new law and it cannot be-eaid that it does not find favour 
with them, At any rate, it is preferred by the general body of proprietors to ‘a partition 
by the Civil Court.” | = ey 

\ Phe question of expediting batwara work and of assimilating the Bengal 
ure in batwara cages to that of the United Provinces, which was 
mentioned in paragraph 9 of the Government Resolution on tho preceding 
year’s report, continued to engage the attention of the Board during the year. 
In order to oxpodite this work, they have in recent years insisted upon 
more careful selection of batwara amins and haye"raised the permussible 








remuneration of amins. Part of tho batwara cstablishment has been put on 
a permanent footing. Check by the Deputy Collector of the amin's work . 
has been insisted on, and officers have been instructed not to allow adjourn- 
ments too readily and to check tactics of parties. It has also been 
laid down that the Deputy Collector should fix dates in. each case by which 
proceedings at cach stage should be completed. In 1906 a revised form of 
certificate was peestet requiring the Deputy Collector to analyse individual 
eases in which undue delay tekes place; and it was anticipated’ that the 
revised return would provide Collectors with adequate means whereby to 
check delays. 3 

The Commissioners of divisions genvrally report that the progress made in 
disposal of batwara cases has improved as compared with former years, that 
the average duration of cases is decreasing and that old cases are being 
worked off. It is recognised that there is room for further improvement in 
this branch of work and it will continue to receive their ial attention. 

92. Proceedings for the acquisition on behalf of Government or local 

bodies and companies, of land covering an area 
of 12,443 acres, were confirmed during the year 
Appendix XVI. at a total cost of Rs, 91,04,797 as compared wit

Oneof them, Bhagw:n our, has been leased out to four tenureholders, on 
their undertaking to maintiin the embankments in proper order, In the 
other three estates, Painabai, Sakdaha and Lot No, 16 (first portion), the 
embankments are in bad revair. There was a serious failure of crops daring 
the years 1906-07 and 1997-08 in Sakdaha and Lot No. 16 (first portion); but 
during the past year the crops were very fair and it is hoped that some arrear 
rents may be recovered. Provision for the repair or construction of embank- 
ments in these estates could not be made during the year for want of funds. 

In Khulna one estate, Samukpota, was-settled with the proprietors, and 
twelve were left in tle possession of Government at the end of the year, The 
construction and repair of embankments cost Rs, 3,408 in Gobindpur, and 
Rs. 165 in Durgatola and Saranpur, It was not. possible to provide funds for 
any of the remaining estates.

The sum of Rs. 2,24,356 was advanced in Bhagalpur for the construction 
of irrigation works as a protection for the future and as an indirect palliative 
to the distress which was threatening the district. In Darbhanga and 
Muzaffarpur the advances were made mainly for the excavation and re-excava- 

_ tion of tanks, the sinking of wells and construction of bandhs. The loans were 
granted in Nadia to both tenants and landlords for excavating tanks and 
“wells, in Hazaribagh, Bankura and Palamau for constructing works likely to 
provide employment to labourers during the scarcity that prevailed, and 
in Saran for sinking wolls. In the Sonthal Parganas the main object was 
the improvement of irrigation by the excavation and re-excavation of tanks 


and bandhs. 


105, The balance of loans outstanding under the Act on the Ist April’

‘arning post-card notices were issued against the defaulters, and those who 
‘ould pay without hardship have already doue so. In the remaining districts 
the widespread scarcity is assigned as the explanation ef the large balances.

The balance of interest 
which had to be made good from Provincial funds, therefore, amounted to 
Rs. 18,632. The amount of principal remitted during the year was Rs. 662, 
which also has to be borne by the Provincial Government, as well as the 
expenses connected with the working of the Act during the yoar, amounting 
tos.

1909, The short collections were due partly to the recovery of settlement 
costs, partly to 8 rumour that no harm would happen to borrowers if they did 
not repay the loans till the next year, and mainly to the unsatisfactory crops, 
Certificates have since been issued against the defaulters in two thana’ where 
the borrowers are able to repay. As regards the other thanas the Deputy 
Commissioner reports that before resorting to a general use of the certificate

117. In their circular order No, 11 of March 1908, the Board issued 
instructions to Revenue officers about the procedure that should be followed 
in dealing with landlords who contravene the provisions of sections 56-58 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act, regarding the preparation, retention and grunt 
of receipts for rents. 1t dues not appear that much result has followed there- _ 
from. Jn Midnapore there have been a few cases, which are under consider- 
ation». Iu Murshidabad the Collector held an enquiry into the case of a 
yamindar who systematically refused to give receipts, and imposed fines aggre- 
gating Rs. 1,200 in 24 specific cases. In Patna 70 cases were reported to the 
Collector by Assistant Settlement Officers, of which five were disposed of during 
the year with the imposition of fines amounting to Rs. 115. In the Tirhut 
Division there were altogether 24 complaints, of which 20 were disposed of. 
There were convictions in five cases’ only, In Monghyr notices of warning 
were issued to delinquent landlords, aud in Bhagalpur fines were inflicted in 
two cases, In Cuttack there was one case, which ended in a fine of Rs, 10, and 
in Balasore some cases are under consideration. The Patna Commissioner 
reports that tenants are aoerely somewhat indifferent in this matter.

142. In the Burdwan Division Mr. Maddox, who was in charge for 
seven months, was on tour for 73 days and 
Mr. Macpherson for 55 days In addition to his 
usual inspections, Mr, Maddox twice visited the tracts inthe south of Bankura in 
which famine relief works were in progress. During his tours Mr. Macpherson 
made the usual inspections and inquiries and visited the head-quarters of nll 
the districts of the division and four subdivisions. ‘I'he Commissioner of the 
Presidency \ivision inspected all the district and subdivisional offices, In the 
Patna Division Messrs Levingo, Clark, Earle und Maude were on tour for 117 
days. Mr. Earle toured for 104 days, of which eight days were spent in 
visiting the Sonpur fair. He visited°all the dis:ricts and most of the subuivi- 
sions, and also travelled in the interior to see the state of the crops and general 
condition of the people.

During the 22 days of his 
tour Mr, Duke spent 15 days iu Puri and Balasore and the remaining seven 
days in the Tributary States of Mobarbhanj and Nilgiri. Mr. Levinge during 
his tour inspected the offices at the head-quarters of the five districts of the 
division and visited three subdivisions, He also visited eight Garhjat States. 
In the Chota Nagpur Division Mr, McIntosh spent as much as 186 days on tour. 
He made extensive inquiries about the material condition of the peopie and 
the adequaey of the relief operations in the districts of Hazaribagh, Ranchi 
and Palamau, He also visited each district head:quarters and each subdivi- 
sional head-quarters,, Two Political States (Seraikela and Kharsawan) were also 
visited by him.

8, Agricultural Stations,—Six agricultural stations at Dumraon, 7 
Sabaur, Chinsura, Burdwan and ttack were at work during the Yeor. 
Steps were taken to start two more stations at Kharegpur in Midna. 
ore to represent the laterite area, and at Ranchi'to represent the Chota 
jagpur plateau; but the projects have been kept in abeyance for want of 
money. The experimental work at Fraserganj was stopped owing to the 
difficulty of supervision; and the two small jute seed farms maintained at 
Berhampore and Purnea were closed as the work can be done equally well at 
the Chinsura and Burdwan stations, 

4, Scientific Experimenti.—The experimental cultivation of various kinds 
of crops, including jute, cotton, flax, sugarcane, potato and rico was carried on 
at various places in the Provinco with diverse results. Experiments with jute 
conducted at the Burdwan station on the linos laid down by tho Inspector 
General of Agriculture were attended with successful results and proved: 
conclusively that, with due care in cultivation and retting, the Burdwan culti- 
vators could produce from the Narayanganj seed as good fibre as is to be found 
in Eastern Bouya. The cultivation in Bihar by indigo planters has been 
discontinued, 

‘The experiments with cotton had unsatisfactory results, The flax cultiva. 
tion at Dhooria in Muzaffarpur was financially very successful, The Agricul- 
tural Chemist conducted a series of experiments to test the sugar-yielding 
pee of the different varieties of sugarcane, but no definite conclusions 


ave yet been reached. 

5, Sericuliure.—The work of tho silk-rearing establishment made satisfac- 
tory progress during the year. The old silk committee, consisting of non- 
offzial members, was abolished and was replaced by a new one with four silk 
experts as members and the Director of Agriculture as president. Under the 
supervision of this new committee a mulborry farm with a central seed-rearing 
nursery was started at Berhampore. The 9 model nurseries belonging to 
the old silk committee have been brought under government management, 
and 5 new ones are under construction, of which 3 are in Berhampore, 
1 in Birbhum and 1 in Midnapore. They are intended to supply healthy 
seed to the rearers.of silk-worms, The total value of the seed sold was 
Rs, 5,874. Experiments made with Japanese and Italian -mulberry seed gave 
encouraging results, 

6. Agricultural Bducation.—Little advance was made during the year in 
the promotion of agricultural education in the province. Unexpected delay 
in the commencement of the Agricultural College buildings at Sabaur will 
prevent the opening of the classes before November 1910. Meanwhile, the 
agricultural classes at the Sibpur Engineering College have been abolished, 
but an attempt to secure some continuity in training has been made by the 
grant of scholarships at institutions in other provinces. Tho students attend- 
ing the agricultural ~classes attached to the several zilla schools and the 
collegiate school at Cuttack generally took little real interest in their work, the 
only exception being at Gaya, where agricultural instruction has been made a 
part of the general routine. The deputarion of more students to America to 
study agriculture was discontinued during the Et partly because the supply 
of such trained men was likely to oxcced the immediate requirements of the 
department and also because it seemed doubtful whether training ‘under 
American conditions was altogether suitable for this country. e 

Mr, A. C. Sen, retired District and Sessions Judge, who was trained at the 
Cirencester College in England, has kept up his interest in nana a and 
has both held s for cultivators and delivered popular lectares on the 
subject. Voluntary services to tho cause of agriculture of this character are 
specially valuable, and deserve the fullest recognition from the community. - 

7, Agricultural Associations, Fairs and Lchibitions.—The great interest 
taken in the agricultural development of the provinee by many members of the. 
_ Provincial, Divisional and District Agricultural Associations, and the servives 

rendered by them to the Agricultural Department are a source of gratification

‘The agricultural fairs and shows held during the year, of which a brief 

account is given in Appendix II to the report, recoived grants-in-aid from 

Government aggregating Rs. 6,522. They appear to be continuing to serve a 

yery useful purpose, 

8. Lrrijation,—Vbe well-boring operations which have been undertaken 
in this province on the recommendation of the Indian Irrigation Con:mission 
have made li'tle progress during the year, partly in consequence of the want 
of practical experience on the part of the superintendent and partly because 
of the difficulty of close supervision over his work, He will for the future 
conduct his experimonts under the supervision of the Principal of the Agricul+ 
tural College at Sabaur. A large number of artesian wells were bored during 
the year in Mozaifarpur by the District Bourd in connection with the scarcity 
of water that prevailed there and Were to a considerable extent successful. 

9. Publication of agricultural information.—Besides the quarterly Journal of 
Agriculture which was started during the ‘previous year, the department 
published and circulated leaflets and notes containing information in connection 
-with agriculture, Large quantities of seeds of various crops, manures, and 

icaltural implements were issued from the government central seed store, 

which was remoyed during the year to the site of the Agricultural School Farm 
at Sibpur. 

10. Indigo Research—Tho indigo research operations at Sirsiah were 
continued with the aid of the Government subsidy of Rs, 60,000, For the 
next five years Government will contribute Rs. 32,500 a year on condition that 
the Bihar //lanters’ Association subscribe Rs. 10,000 annually to the cost of the 
research work, The Association have obtained for that period the services of 
Mr. ©. J. Bergtheil, who has resigned his post as Imperial Bacteriologist in 
the Pusa Agricultural College and Resvarch Institute in order to carry out and 
complete his researches. 

11. Conclusion, —The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to Mr. 
W. R. Gourlay, 0.8, Director of Agriculture, Bengal, for his administration 
of the department during the year. His Honour also notices with satisfaction 
the appreciation by the Director of Agriculture of the assistance rendered by 
the several officers mentioned in paragraph 67 of his report.

able damage to tho river shipping at Goalundo and to country boats on the rivers in 
Fastorn Bengal. The seoond storm was generated over the Andaman Sea on the 22nd 
and passed betweon Slipper Island and Diamond Island, moving probably initially in « north. 
westerly direction. It gradually, however, changed its course to west, and finally crossed the 
coast betwoen Puri and Gopalpur during the night of the 26th. ‘It caused much damage 
during its passage inland. 

Summary of temperature—The mean temperature for the month was approximatel, 
normal over the whole reporting area. ‘The highest temperature (94°) was Cepsted hoe 
Buxar and the lowest (54°) was reported from Daltonganj.

Character of the season.—As reported in the first forecdst 
issued in October last, the season was very favourable. In 
parts of Burdwan, Howrah, Jessore and in the Ghatal 
subdivision of Midnapore the crop suffered from heavy 
floods in August. The rain received in the early part of 
October proved very beneficial, especially in the Bhagalpur 
Division, where the fall was d. The severe cyclone 
of the 17th October which travelled across the eastern tract 
of this Province did some damage, the extent of which is 
reported to have varied from 6 to 12 per cent. Some injury 
was done in Saran, Champaran and Palamau, where the 
erops on high lands suffered for want of moisture. The 
recent rain received in Bengal Proper and Orissa early in 
this month was light, except in Puri, and no damage is 
apprehended.

Ix the yesr under review there has been a continuance of the educational 
activity which was primarily prompted by the Simla Conference of 1901, 
and a further marked increase in expenditure, The demands of the D 
ment continue to grow, but increasing difficulty is felt on the part of the Gov- 
ernment in meeting them, The total expenditure from all sources on 
institutions of all kinds has risen from 110} lakhs in 1905-06 to 1443 lakhs 
in 1908-09, and within the same period the expenditure from provincial 
revenues has risen from 34 lakhs to 49% lakhs, while within the last two 
years there has been an increase of 13 lakhs in expenditure from provincial 
revenues. Mr. James, who submitted the present report as Officiating Director, 
has emphasized the need for further provision of funds and for aclearly defined 
policy in the Department as to the proportion of total expenditure which the 
main heads of education should receive, 

2. Controlling eee temporary appointment of a second Assistant 
Director to assist the Director of Public Instruction was made as the work of 
the head-quarters office continued to expand. It is stated that while there is 
less work in the preparing of new schemes, there is more work in carrying into 
operation the schemes already sanctioned, As regards the agency for the 
inspection of primary education, the department has hitherto devoted itself to 
increasing the number of aub-inspectors so that they may have units of reason- 
able size to control. In the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion a sufficient advance 
has been made under the head of Snepeeot and it is now necessary, for the 
department to direct its efforts towards the improvement of the teaching staff, 

8. Primary education for boys-—'The number of boys under instruction was 
about twelve hundred thousand, representing 26°5 per cent. of the total 
male population of school-going age. The total number of pri schools 
for boys was 34,472, which is 518 more than in the previous year, Mr, James 
draws attention to the fact that the allowance of the Gurus in primary 
schools is inadequate; and that while the stipendiary system has brought 
the schools under better control, yet at the same time it has furnished 
an excuse for pareuts and guardians to diminish the payments from private 
souress which form a part of the traditional income of primary school 
teachers, In the opinion of the Lieutenant-Governor the problem is a two- 
fold one :—the quality of the teachers must be improved, and at the same time 
it is n that the teachers in primary schools should receive a living wage. 
To achieve the first object the system of Guru Training Schools has been 
extended throughout the province. ‘The advance must be slow as much leo- 
way hasto be made up. A contrast has been drawn in the report between the 
contributions of the Bombay and Calcutta Municipalities to primary schools. 
The Bombay Municipality spends one and one-third lakh and possesses 93 
schools of its own, whereas the Calcutta Corporation has not a single school of its 
own and spends only one fifth of a lakh on primary education. Itis satisfactory 

that desided 


to netico the Corporation has since the close of the year under 
review to appoint a sub-committee to meet the representatives of the Educa- 
tional D t and to discuss the subject of the control of education. 

4, ry education,—'The proposals which were made the Bengal 


Government for the improvement of secondary education and which involve a 
reeutring expenditure ‘of 16 lakhs, aro still in abeyance; but Mr. James

assures Government that ae) has been done to stimulate education in 
high schools through the inspection of these schools by officers of the Department 
on behalf of the University. ae the year scholars in high schools haye 
increased by over 2,000 and expenditure by Rs. 1,43,000; at the same time 
the number of high schools has decreased by two. This, in His Honour’s 
seiaion, gives evidence of more efficient working on the part of the existing 
schools. 

His Honour has learnt with pleasure the good results which have 
been achieved by the experiment of Rasy soe officer of the Indian 
Educational Service as Head Master of the chi Zilla School, The 
Lieutenant-Governor also agrees with the view expressed by Mr. James 
that an advanced high school is preferable to an inferior second grade 
college, but at the same timo considers that the natural reluctance to lower 
the status of an existing college must be respected. His Honour is at 
one with the view expressed by Mr. James that while at first sight it might 
appear that the right policy for the Department is to sustain the more 
eflicient type of schools and resist the blind and ignorant preference for 
anything that can be described as Engiish education, yet it is not feasible 
to, adopt such a policy with absolute strictness. It is to be deplored that there 
is a tendency to prefer a bad education in middle English schools to a good 
education in middle vernacular schools. $ 

5. ollegiate education.—In collegiate education there has been a steady 
advance in all directions to conform with the regulations of the Caleutta Univer- 
sity, There have been improvements in staff, buildings, science equipment, 
libraries and hostels. Among Government colleges, much has been done in the 
Presidency College for the more effective teaching of science subjects ; but, as 
Mr, James remarks, it is obviously out of all reason that a college, even the 
Presidency College, should provide, without limit, an education costing fay more 
than the fees received for it to every applicant without limit of cost or enquiry 
as to the applicant’s fitness to profit by it. In the Patna College the chief pro- 
gress made during the yoar was tho ostablishment of a proper residential 
system. In the Krishnagar College the number of students has fallen to 86, 
and at present the report of a Committee which was appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in April 1909 to advise as to the future of the college 
is under the consideration of Government. Mr. James has given some 
interesting comparisons of the net annual cost to Government pe student in 
Government colleges; it varies from Rs. 145 por student in the Presidency 
Oollege to Rs. 830 per student in the Sanskrit College. ‘The Lieutenant- 
Governor has perused with interest the views of the Officiating Director on 
the prospects of autonomous administration which’ are opened up by the 
onstitution of governing bodies for colleges, and is in full agreement with the 
Director regarding the advisability of layimg down for the different colleges 
working limits of expenditure. 

6. Muhammadan education.—There bas been an increase in the total number 
of Mohammadans under instraction of nearly 27,000 over the figures of the 
pied year. ‘The number of pupils in secondary schools is nearly 17,000, 

ut there are only 300 students in Arts Colleges. Much valuable work was 
done by Mr. Earle in initiating schemes for the improvement of Madrasas and 
the improvement of maktabs. During the yeat under review a scheme for the 
improvement of Madrasas was matured, and arrangements were made for a 
detailed inspection of all the private Madrasas in the Province, which has been 
completed since the ‘close of the year. The scheme for the improvemont of 
maktabs was completed ; but it is only possible to bring it gradually into effect. 
There wero 970 students at the Calcutta Madrasa at the end of 1908-09, The

been unforeseen difficulties in the way, but they are gradually being 
surmounted, and it is hoped that considerable progress may be effected withir 
the next twelve months. It is satisfactory to note that, notwithstanding the 
abolition of the agricultural clasgos, there has been an increase in the number 
of students at the college. A Board of Visitors has beon constituted during tho 
year under review, and the Joint Technical Examination Board conducted the 
Overseor and Sub-Overseer Examinations for the two Provinces of Bengal and 
Eastern Bengal and Assam for the first time in March 1909, he sanction of 
the Secretary of State has been obtained to the appointment of a Professor of 
Industrial Chemistry. The course of instruction of students in mining districts 
has been successful and bas served its purpose. Mr, James expresses a doubt 
as to whether the conditions admit of permanent usefulness. On the other 
hand the Mining Instructor urges the opening of classes for instruction at 
additional centres. In Hig Honour’s opinion there is no ground for withdrawing 
these useful and popular classes, which have recently received the warm 
appreciation’ of the Indian Mining Association, The Bihar School of 

ineering reports a successful year, Further opportunities for advance 
in the Public Works Department have been given to the students, and the 
results of the first examination held by tho Tot Technical Board were 
favourable to the school: The Licutenant-Governor regrets that, although 





he is Sed in favour of the conversion of the Cuttack Survey School ' 


into a similar School of Engineering for Orissa, it has not yet been found 
possible to finance the project. 

Mr. Percy Brown, Superintendent of tho School of Art, Lahore, was 
appointed Principal of the Calcutta School of Art in January 1909. Good 
work is being done in the advanced design class, and the importance of Indian 
ideals and designs is clearly kept in view. The Government Commercial 
classes in Calcutta have increased in stability. The successful candidates in 
the commercial course in special examinations have increased from 28 to 33, 
Another pepetaae departure was the pening of the Government Weaving 
Institute at Serampore in January 190), The work is at presont carried on in 
temporary buildings, and a site has been acquired for the permanent institute. 
In March 1909 there were 90 students, of whom 23 were boarders. This 
Institute is the outoume of the efforts of Mr. Havell, formerly of the School 
of Arts, Calcutta, and of others to revive the indigenous weaving industry by 
methods suited to the actual conditions of the hand-loom industry. 

8. Female education—Mr, James has asked for further assistance to the only 
Female Arts College in Bengal, the Bethune College. At present there are 31 
students at the allo and 163 at the collegiate school. His Honour trusts 
that the Board of Management, -the constitution of which has recently been 
amended, will submit propusals which, in the course of time, Government may 
bein a position to carry into effect. There were at the end of the year 
139,245 girls under instruction in primary schools. On the one hand the 
number of girls in purely girls’ schoolshas decreased, but on the other hand the 
number of girls in boys’ schools has increased. One method which has been 
found useful for increasing the numbor of girls under tuition is to make the 
Payment of stipends conditional upon the attendance of a minimum number of 
unis, but this plan has its disadvantages ; for, as has been pointed out by 

» James, the girl pupils may remain present'in the school, but may be 
Scolkded from instruction, Nevertheless His Honour considers that 

the plan should be encouraged... ‘Tho Training College at Patna for instructing 
femals teachers in the art of teaching was opened in January 1909 and a Lady 
ica recruited in England arrived in February. There have been many 
difficulties in the management, not the least of which is the entire absence of 
fit taatorial for training, Nevertheless it is reported that tho earnestness of the 
‘Women students and their eagerness to learn are remarkable. Mr, James points 
out that the obstructions to any real advance in female education are the Jack 
of teachers, the unwillingness of many parents to pay for the education of their 
daughters, and the early ago at which girls are taken away from the schools, 
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9. European educalion—The total expenditure on the edutation of Buro- 
ean’ shows an increase of over 3} lakhs as compared with the expenditure of 
1907-08, but 24 lakhs of this increase eame from’ private sources. The Code 
for European Schools in Bengal was revised after prolonged discussion In 1908, 
and during the year under raview interest centred in the regrading of the 
schools in accordance with the provisions of the Code. Since the close of the 
year the Lieutenant-Governor has found it necessary, on account of 
certain representations which have been made to him, to suspend the operation 
of the Code which was to haye come into force from the 1st of January 1910, 
In connection with the education of Europeans, the Lieutenant-Governor is 
disposed to agree with the view of Mr. James that any education which from 
the beginning Jooks beyond the age of 14 in planning a systematic course of 
study is secondary education. The Inspector of European Schools and the 
Officiating Director press strongly for the provision of funds for the comple- 
tion of the scheme for the training college for female teachers, His Honour 
while admitting that the present arrangements for the instruction of female 
teachers at the ‘Sow Hill School are not altogether satisfactory, can hold out 
no hope that funds will be provided in the near future. His Honour, however, 
is glad to learn of the good work done by Miss Davies at the Dow Hill School. 
‘The successes at the Cambridge Senior Local Examination were 20 as compared 
with 22 in the previous year. In the departmental high school examination 
16 passed during the year under review as compared with 18 in the previous 
oar, 
% 10. Training of teachers—'The David Hare Training Vollege, which was 
opened in July 1908, experienced many difficulties as regards sufficiency of staff 
and accommodation, but these difficulties have been surmounted to some extent by 
the zeal of the Principal, Mr, Griffith. It is regrettable that no students, other 
than teachers in Government schools, have yot joined to undergo a course of 
training, The Patna Training College was started for Bihari students in 
October 1908 on modest and experimental lines. The Lieutenant-Governor 
admits that the interests of the teachers in the Bihar districts cannot be adequately 
met bya single institution in Culcutta; but the provision of funds for the 
eomplete equipment of two training colleges in the Province is a serious 
demand upon. the resources’ of Government. The vernacular training schools, 
of which there are nine in the Province, hava suffered from the lack of com- 
petent instructors and of accommodation. These difficulties, especially the 
former, are such as only time can remedy. 

‘he Guru training schools form the lever by which in time the whole fabric 
of primary education may be raised ; and considerable expenditure was incurred 
during the year on these schools. Out of 191 of such schools to be constructed, 
54 have been completed ; 50 have not yet been commenced, and the constrac- 
tion of the remainder is going on, At the end of the year there were 3,190 
gurus under instruction, and 741 of these obtained certificates of competence 
after a two years’ course. The efforts of Government, however, in the direction 
of improving the quality of teachers for primary schools seemed destined to be 
frustrated to some extent by the fact that many gurus after their poriod of 
instruction do not return to their duties as teachers. 

11. Physical and moral training.—The hostel system is gradually advancing. 

The Engineering Institutions at Sibpur and Bankipore are now entirely 
residential, The Calcutta mess scheme continues to make large demands 
on Goverment. As regards schools the same success has not been achieved as 
in the case of colleges. It is true that board and lodging are* furnished, but 
in many cases under conditions which are unsatisfactory and which do not 
promote discipline. During the year the Government of India approved in 
principle the grant of free quarters to teachers .attached to hostels of schools. 
In tonnection with physical training in schools and colleges, His Honour has 
learnt with regret that, while there is much for congratulation, yet there is @ 
tendency to professionalism, especially in connection with foot-ball and an 
‘unbealthy emulation which shows a lack of the true spirit of sportsmanship. 
His Honour trusts that the department will use every endeavour to check these 
undesirable tendencies, As regards discipline in the best sense of the word, 
it has still to be leatin many schools, As Mr. James expresses it, there 
is an acquiescent discipline ; that is to say, there is not an active revolt from 
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5 ? 
discipline. But there is not so much as there ought to be of respoct for consti- 
tuted authority and of the true spirit of active co-operation with authority. 

12. G@eneral.—Of education in the Province during the period under review, 
it’ may be said that it has beon marked by numerous efforts after 
which have been hampered by the want of money; and for the future it may 
ho said that while collegiate education has demanded in the past, and is likely 
to demand in the future, a large share of Government resources, nevertheless 
such education is a superstructure upon weak foundations wherever the education 

. of character and the enforcement of discipline are not binding elements in the 
secondary schools. His Honour is in full accord with Mr. James's view that 
there has been of necossity much which might be characterised as mere oxpan- 
sion, and that in the future the aim should be to oxtend only so far as the 
oocupstion can be made effective, especially as finance is the dominant factor 
in the situation. His Honour has perused with pleasure Mr. James’s acknow- 
ledgment of the assistance and active sympathy which the Education Depart- 
ment has received from executive and judicial officers throughout the Province, 
To Mr. Kiichler, who was in charge of the department for almost the entire 

iod of the year under reviow, His Honour expresses his thanks for his care- 
‘ul and zealous administration of the Department, and he acknowledges the 
assistance given by the Assistant Director, Mr. J. R. Cunningham. His Honour 
also expresses his thanks to Mr. James for his full and suggestive report.
